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PLANIN 


MILL EXPANDS 


MT. WHITNEY OPERATION 
ON TULE RESERVATION 


PORTERVILLE, Jan. 15 — New planing mill with a capacity of 
140,000 board feet per day was put into operation this week by the 


Mt. Whitney Lumber company at 


River Indian reservation. 
The mill is housed in a 160- 


foot-long building that is 64 feet 
wide over half its length and 50 
feet wide over the balance. Six- 
teen men are employed in the op- 
eration of the 25-inch, completely 
motorized mill unit that includes 
a 54-inch, Yates American band 
resaw. 


Recently completed with the 


- planing mill was a 125 x 50 foot 


building to house a. diry sorting 
chain, and a 200x 64 foot dry 
storage shed with a capacity of a 
million board feet. 

An additional two million board 
feet capacity has been added to 
the dry storage yard to bring total 
storage capacity to about five and 
one-half million feet. 

W. B.. Lantzberger, resident 
manager of the reservation opera- 
tion, states that 50 men are em- 
ployed at present; another 10 to 
15 will be added in the near fu- 
ture as work moves on a year- 
around basis. He says that log- 
ging will be resumed in April, or 
around the first of May, depend- 
ing on weather conditions. 

With a log inventory of three 
and a quarter million feet on 
hand, the big company mill is in 
daily operation, as rough lum- 
ber is turned out here; some of 
this type of lumber is sold, some 
is run through the new planing 
mill to produce a finished product, 
ready for the builder.

PORTERVILLE, Jan. 15 — Add 
the name of Adhor creamery to 
the ever growing list of processors 
who have incurred the wrath of the 
Central Valley Milk Marketing as- 
sociation. 

How the Tulare firm, up ’til 
now, has managed to escape the 
fate of its fellow distributors, 
namely, to be involved in a legal 
hassle with the marketing group, 
is one of those imponderables. 
But, the apparent oversight has 
now been corrected. The CVMMA 
plays no favorites. 

So, come February 1, the cream- 
ery will no longer receive milk 
produced by their members. 

This is in punishment for hav- 
ing consistently expressed opposi- 
tion to the marketing organiza- 
tion and for failing to acknowl- 
edge the CVMMA as the authoriz- 
ed sales agent for the producers 
milk, the same ‘crime’ that the 
marketing association charges oth- 
er distributors with in their con- 
tinuing- ‘fight with processors of 
the San Joaquin Valley. 

But, this “rightful function” 
that the CVMMA claims is theirs, 
legally, is contested by more than 
just the distributors. Some of its 
own members are challenging it

Christmas Seal 
Funds Are Running 
Behind Last Year 


VISALIA, Jan. 15 — Christmas 
Seal contributions are running 
slightly behind last year. 

Sheriff Sandy Robinson of Vi- 
salia, 1958 Seal Sale chairman, 
says $19,681 had been collected as 
of December 26th. This compares 
with $20,013 contributed on the 
same date in 1957.

WE CAN never completely stif- 
fle a feeling of concern, frustra- 
tion and a bit of anger when we 
see trees cut’in any city area. So 
we confess that we experienced all 
of these feelings when we noticed 
that the city of Porterville had 
hacked down the orange trees on 
the city parking lot at Hockett 
and Cleveland, where the Dr. Al- 
ford, and, later, the Luther An- 
derson® home stood in the early 
days of the city. 


THESE WERE old orange trees, 
they were pretty trees, they added 
a touch of color and beauty to an 
area. that without them is just an- 
other drab parking lot. 

WE WERE told that the trees 
were messy. {We suppose that 
ripe oranges falling to the ground 
are messy, in a way, but, such a 
bountiful and unusual sort of 
mess. ) 

AND WE were told that these 
old trees were pest infested. (We 
don’t doubt this, but it occurs to 
us that even a city slicker should 
know there are methods for con- 
trol of citrus pests other . than 
cutting down the trees.) 

WE WERE further told that no 
provision had been made to take 
care of these trees. (Yet they 
looked pert and spry in spite of 
this, and work involved in remav- 
ing a small area of parking lot 
surface and the pouring of a ce- 
ment border around this area cer- 
tainly should have been within 
the realm of possible accomplish- 
ment by city workmen.) 

FINALLY, WE were reminded 

| that we live in an age of progress, 

that things aren’t like they used 
to be, the people must face the 
facts of change. (Maybe we just 
don’t get the picture, but we fail 
to comprehend the implication 
that there was some kind of 
world-shaking fulfillment in 
action of a great philosophical 
idea of progress and change evolv- 
ing around the removal of those 
orange trees from a Porterville 
city parking lot.)

California State Legisiature 

As has been expected the in- 
augural message of our new Gov- 
ernor called for legislative action 
in several new fields. Undoubt- 
edly during the coming months 
of the current session the atten- 
tion. of your legislators ‘will be 
focused on bills embodying his 
recommendations, regardless of 
party. i ' 
Several bills carrying out some 
of his suggestions have already 
been introduced, and others cov- 
ering the major points of his pro- 
gram’ will probably be dropped 
in the hopper as they are prepar- 
ed. He indicated that he will is- 
sue a special statement on water 
legislation in the near future, and 
said that his budget will be sub- 
mitted by the end of the month. 
The change in the tempo of 
our operations which resulted 
from the constitutional amend- 
ment adopted last November has 
already become apparent. The 
number of measures introduced! 
has been cut sharply. During the 
first week, of this session, almost 
two hundred measures were ‘‘put 
over the desk.’’ During the same 
period of the 1957 meeting when 
the 30 day recess was in effect 
almost a thousand measures, five 
times ag many, had been intro- 
duced. 
The stretching out. of the bill 
introducing period, and the re- 
sulting slow-down in the number 
put in early, is expected to pro- 
duce mofe carefully thought-out 
measures. All of us hope it will 
also cut the number of bills con- 
siderably, and so make our job of 
working on thousands of them 
easier and more effective.

After two years of’ hearings and 
study this group has submitted 
one major recommendation which 


would profoundly change the fi-. 


nancial workings of our state 
government; if finally adopted as 
a constitutional amendment by 
vote of the people. 

This proposal would be to re- 
move from the constitution all ex- 
isting requirements for financial 
support of state activties, whether 
for schools, highways, or what- 
ever. If this were done, it would 
restore to the legislature full con- 
trol over all phases of the state 
budget. 

For many years, legislators and 
governors alike have called public 
attention to the steadily decreas- 
ing proportion of the state budget 
which has been left for legislative 
and administrative control. Dur- 
ing the past quarter of a century 
more and more costs for various 
functions of state government 
have been fixed either in the con- 
stitution or in statutes, until now 
only about one third of the total 
budget is within discretion of'the 
legislature. 

So far as these fixed costs are 
concerned, the legislature is obli- 
gated to provide money, and must 
do so by additional taxation if 
; necessary. Also many. special 
functions have been removed from 
legislative control by the estab- 
lishment of separate funds. The 
proposed amendment would pro- 
vide one big fund for all func- 
tions, and let the legislature de- 
cide how it would be divided 
among them. 

A spokesman for the interim 
group admits the proposal is 

“idealistic” 
going in the legislature. But 
some legislators believe in the 
principle involved, so now all of 
us will get the chance to study 
the problems and implications in- 
volved.

DIURON USE 
MAY REPLACE 


FRENCH PLOWING 


By Frederik L. Larsen 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA, Jan. 15 -—The use of 
| diuron for ‘weed control in vine- 
yards to replace French plowing 
is the subject of a bulletin avail- 
able from the Tulare County Farm 
Advisor’s office, that tells results 
of three years’ field testing plus 
limited commercial usage to show 
the feasibility of the use. 

Diuron is a temporary soil ster- 
ilant when applied at low das- 
ages. In vineyards, only a four- 
foot band down the vine row is 
treated. The rate used is four 
pounds per sprayed acre. With 
the normal 12 feet between rows, 
one-third of the area is treated, 
requiring 14% pounds of diuron 
per vineyard acre. The material 
must be applied only during the 
dormant season. 

Germinating seedlings pick up 
the diuron and are killed. Most 
annual plants are controlled with 
diuron but a few are resistant. 
Perennial plants such as Johnson 
or Bermuda grass are not affect- 
ed. 

The use of diuron’ to replace 
the more conventional French 
plowing will be an advantage in 
some vineyards but not in oth- 
ers. At present, most of the in- 
terest in its use lies in table grape 
vineyards.

ed through the Sierra many times and written some 350 articles about 


the Sierra and the West. 

At a recent Farm Bureau meet- 
ing in Springville, he pointed out 
that while the natural scenery is 
disappearing in southern Califor- 
nia as a result of growing popula- 
tion demands, Springville still has 
a back country of great beauty 
that should be preserved for the 
generations to come, but that also 
can be utilized to bring tourist 
dollars into the area. 

He said that the Sierra is 440 
miles long and 100 miles wide; 
that it has a greater area than 
the French and Swiss Alps; that it 
has great natural resources of wa- 
ter and timber; that at one time 
there were 800 giant Sequoias on 
the Balch park ridge; that wild- 
life is still quiet and undisturbed; 
that much of the country can still 
be preserved in a natural condi- 
tion. 

Mr. Heald said that Springville 
people should ‘‘take a look at their 
back country’’, in relation to a po- 
tential tourist industry, stating 
that tourist travel in the United 
States was a $21 billion business 
last year. 

He said it is not true when peo- 
ple say that ‘‘you are locking up 


the country’? when you preserve it}: 


in its natural state, for it is sound 
business to seek tourist travel and 
trade. People are looking for out- 
door recreation, he says — 500,- 
000 new Californians a year, plus 
those already in California. 

He suggested that it may be 
possible to eventually tie the 
Balch park area in with Sequoia 
National park, or that the area 
might be developed through the 
extensive state park plan that is 
now being formulated. 

The speaker said that often in- 
come from tourist trade is not as 
spectacular as having a Saturday 
night payroll come into a town, 
but that a steady flow of tourist 
dollars can be just as,important to 
a community as a payroll. 

He said that areas of natural 
beauty ‘should be preserved now, 
while they still can be preserved; 
changes can always be made later 
if desired,
